County Tax Assessor Edgar 
E. Maxwell presented his final 
version of the Palm Beach 
County tax roll this week to 
the County Commission. The 
total taxable valuation is $850, 
059,569, about two million dol- 
lars less than anticipated earlier 
by him. 

Maxwell said the reduction 
came about through an overall 
reduction of four million dollars 
in the assessments on railroad 
and telegraph property. About 
half of this, however, was made 
up in equalizing other properties 
on the roll, well, added. 

The total compares with $943, 
585,610 property valuation for 
1960.
